In Address to Mexican People 


Beginnings s of People’s| A 


Front Movements 
Cited in Speech 


MEXICO CITY, July 4.—Fol- 
lowing is the abridged ‘text of a 
speech by Barl Browder at an en- 
thusiastic mecting of 4,000 Mex- 
ican persons here on June 29: 

Friends: It is a valued privilege 
to be able to ®reet you, workers 


‘ of Mexico, in the name of the ad- 


vanced sections of the workers of 
the U.S.A. for which our Commu- 
nist Party speaks. The problems 
of our two couniries are closely 
related. The people of our two 
countries have a common enemy, 
the monopolist-capitalist exploit- 
ers of. Wall Street. , 

The peopie of our two lands. are 
beginning to move in the: same 
general direction, to organize 
their forces against the Wall 
Street bandits, against the forces 
of fascism, reaction, and war. To 
meet our common problems, which 
are also connected with the world 


situation, we must build up ever © 


more intimate connections ‘and 
cooperation between our two peo- 
ples, between our two labor move- 
ments, and between our. two Com- 
munist Parties. 

I consider my visit here of im- 
portance from this ,oint of view, 
as a symbol of the growing unity 
between the masses of Mexico and 
the U.S., in the fight aoeine our 
common enemy, 

It is interesting to note many 
points of similarity between the 
current political events in our two 
lands. The presidents of both 


Republics, alike in being progress-- 


ive men of the .middle-of-the- 
road philosophy, are attacked 
with the most vicious abuse and 
Slander by the. reactionary and 
fascist forces, by all Wall Street 
‘agents. The billionaires: are not 
eontent te have administrations 
of a liberal, democratic, and pro- 
gressive nature; they demand ad- 
ministrations that will openly and 
boldly attack the political rights 
and economic interests of the 
people. They want rulers like 
Hitler and Mussolini. Anything 


less than this they call Commu-\ 


nism and Bolshevism. Most of the 
great newspapers in .the U. S. 
every day carry wails about the 
“Bolshevik” governments of 
Franklin Roosevelt in the U. 8S. 
and General Cardenas in Mexico.

What .Wall Street hates, the 

people of both countries have 


learned to loye, The more Wall. 


Street rages against Roosevelt 


and Oardenas, the more the 
masses of the people rally around 
them. 


Of course, neither Roosevelt nor. 


. Cardenas are Communists nor are 


they sympathetic. with Commu- 
nism. We know that the program 


of each, while progressive, liberal, . 


and democratic in character, lies 
strictly within the limits of cap- 
italism, though the economies of 
the two countries are quite dif- 
ferent. 

Nevertheless, we Communists 
find it very interesting when the 
greatest powers of capitalism, the 
great monopolists, begin to shriek 

“Communist” against such mod- 
erate leaders of the masses as 
Cardenas and Roosevelt, Long 
ago it was said: “Whom the gods 
would destroy they first make 
mad!” The last madness has 
come upon Wall Street. It is the 
madness of fascism. 


We Communists do not allow 


ourselves to be deceived. When 
the reactionaries howled about a 
“Communist victory” in our US. 
elections, we could only laugh at 
them. We know that among 
Roosevelt's 27 million supporters 
there are still comparatively very 
few. Communists. But we also 
] h pleasure, to see Wall 
Street doing our Communist work 
for us. Those 27 million are not 
Communists, they used to be very 
hostile to Communism, but. since 
the Wall Street reactionaries be- 
gan to howl “Communist” against 
Roosevelt, they begin to say. “May- 
be there is something in Commu- 
nism after -all: maybe the Com- 
munists are not so bad; we'll have 
to look into this question.” Thus 
we Communists, still a 
small party, have been made re- 
spectable by this reactionary 
madness.

At the same time, the reaction- 
ary and fascist forces are becom- 
ing more bold and cesperate un- 
der the lashing of their madmen 
leaders, Hitler and Mussolini, who 
drive toward world war. while 
driving their followers in each 
country toward civil war. They 
will not be content until they 
destroy..all remnants of democ- 
racy, of organization of the 
masses, of all human culture. 
Faced with this growing menace,

Strike Vote Decided 
By Rail Labor Chiefs 


Demand for 20° Cents 


80,000 Workers Rejected—Unity 
‘Stressed in Fight on Roads 


an Hour Increases for 


Chiefs to hear the report on nego- ® 


tiations with a management com- 
mittee representing all the major 
railroads of the country. The 14 
non-operating crafts representing 
800,000 employes had presented a 
demand for 20 cents an hour in- 
crease with guarantees of steady 
employment for regular forces and 
two thirds time for stand by—that 
is relief and other part time—forces. 

George M. Harrison, President of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
made the report and stated that 
after a month of conferences the 
best the roads would offer was 2 
cents an hour increase. He stated 
that this offer was not given serious 
consideration and that it was up 
to the General Chairmen assem- 


The General Chairmen were in- 
formed that the meédiation board, 
provided under the Railway Labor 
Act, was trying to bring about a 
settlement, but that sirice the two 
sides were so far apart no success 
was expected. .Two alternatives 
were offered—a strike ballot or ar- 
bitration— with recommendations 
from the Grand Chiefs for a strike 
ballot, to be put out at once. 


A TURNING POINT 


This recommendation and the re- 
marks made in connection with it 
may well mark a turning point in 
the history of railroad labor. Har- 
rison pointed out that acceptance of 
arbitration would preclude the use 


of the strike weapon and that once. 


entered on arbitration, we would 
have to accept any award handed 
down as final and compulsory. 

He felt that the strike ballot 
would force the appointment of an 
emergency board by the President. 
Such an emergency board would 
have the task of preventing a strike 
by satisfying our demands, while an 
arbitration board would pay, too 
much ‘attention to the hypocritical 
pleadings of poverty by the roads. 
Also the decisions of an emergency 
board are not binding, we will still 
have the right to refuse their find- 
ings and strike if n 

Purther, the outlook was given 
that the strike ballot of the non- 

operating crafts would become ef- 
fective about the same time as that 
of the: five-train service brother- 
hoods, who are already circulating a 
strike ballot-on wages. This would 
threaten a genera] railroad strike, 
which would most certainly bring 
about government intervention and 
perhaps.result in the governmerit 
taking over the roads. These points

Flint Vigilantes Use 
Bribery to Control 
City Administration 


Commissioner Gets $250 to Switch Vote for 
Big Business Forces in City Council— 
Pro-Labor City Manager Is Ousted

FLINT, Mich., July 4—Vigilante- 
ism, as represented in Flint by the 
“Law and Order League,” has 
added a new trick to its trade— 
political bribery. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars is

Martin also cited the great gains 
made by Negro workers under the 
Yeadership of the CIO.

DETROIT, Mich., July 4.—Thurs- 


NAACP Convention. And the youth 
took over with a vengeance. 

They. filléd the big Ebenezer 
AME Church until there was scarce- 
ly standing room and they staged 
a symposium on “Negro Youth and 
America” in dramatic form with the 
general theme of “let youth speak 
for itself.” 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People’s 
National President, J. E. Spingarn, 
delivered the main address, which 
he delivered as an eloquent appeal 
to the youth to “be militant.” 

Spingarn, associated with the N. 
A. A: ©. P. since its founding 28 
years~ ago, -took his listeners. into 
the past as @ lesson for the future. 

“The history of the NA. A.C’ P- 
is filled with militancy,” he declared. 
“Those who say our organization is 
not militant don’t know its history. 

“I call upon the young people, 
who must carry on the fight, to sink 
themselves €eep into our tradition 
of struggle and victory. 

“To the youth of America we say: 
Fight, and continue to fight, and 
let the need for the fight itself be 
the cause for even greater courage 
in the struggle.” 

Then the youth took the _ floor. 
The great church auditorium was 
thrown into complet@ darkness, 
while a thin beam of light spotted 
in quick sequence figures which 
rose to speak with dramatic sharp- 
ness. 

There was the voice of the Negro 
sharecropper, to tell not only of the 
utter misery of life on the land, but 
of the growing organization and 
struggle, and the developing unity 
of black. and white agricultural 
workers of the South. 

There was the voice of the young 
Negro worker in the South, who 
slaves for an average pay of $3 
per week throughout Dixie, and is 
learning to organize and to fight.

There was the voice of the Negro 
student in the South, and the an- 
guished “voice of Haywood Patter- 
son, a man of Scottsboro.” 

Then there were the voices of 
young white people, voices of tht 
American Student Union, and of the 
American Youth Congress, and of 
the youth section of the Methodist 
Church. 

Sharp and clear came the gr 
of a “young CIO auto worker,” to 
hold forth the message of organi- 
zation and solidarity and equality 
in industry.

This is no spontane- 
ous movement arising as a middle-class 
answer to the “violence” of strikers. Fas- 
cism neyer is. 

Even more clearly than the Black 
Legion have these vigilante bands—among 
whom are undoubtedly some sincere, mis- 
led middle-class peopl n organized 
and financed by the steel and auto corpo- 

-rations., Their purpose is two-fold: to de- 
feat and destroy the trade unions through 
extra-legal violence, and to frighten the 
farmers and middle-class into turning 
against labor and playing reaction’s game. 

The experience of Germany, Italy and 
Austria has shown that the accomp lishment 
of this. ‘two-fold purpose would place the 
farmers and middle-class people themselves 


- completely at the mercy of the worst plun- 


derers of the people. 

The Post speaks of the fact that “our 
great middle class has begun to tire of so 
many strikes, violent disturbances, dead- 
locked negotiations.” 


But there are no strikes at the plants of 
the U. S. Steel Corp. There are no “violent 
disturbances” at Jones & Laughlin. There 
are no “deadlocked negotiations” at 258 steel 
companies which have signed agreements 
with the C.L0O. 


It is the Girdlers and — who, de- 
fying the law of the land, are responsible 
for strikes, violent disturbances and dead- 
locked negotiations. 


It is they—and not the. unions—who 
menacé the middle class. It is they—and 
not the unions—who threaten the liberties 
of the whole American people. 


It is they—and not the unions—who 
require more regulation, who should be 
disarmed and made to obey the law. 

Can fascism be fought by feeding it con- 
cessions ? 


Germany has proved that to place a 
ball and chain on the trade unions in the 
form of “regulation” is the first step to- 
ward placing a ball and chain o&{he middle 
class and farmers. It is the first step to- 
ward the economic ruin of the grocer, the 
merchant, the professional man, toward 
the destruction of religious freedom and 
every liberty that men hold dear. 


That course is the counsel of despair. 
The way to defeat the vigilante threat, 
the way to restore law and order in indus- 


Fords, the organizers of violence and de- 
stroyers of liberty. 

That mearis a united struggle of the 
trade unions, farmers and the middle 
class against the common enemy.

Raymond Leslie Buell, president of the 
Foreign Policy Association, speaking at the 
7th Annual Convention of the National Edu- 
cation Association recently concluded ‘in De- 
troit, gave the answer.

The setback for Bra- 
zilian fascism is indicated by the following: 
(1) The suspension of the State of -War 


(martial law) ; (2) Acquittal of Senator Abel 
Chermont; (3) Lib@ration of 700 political prisoners; 


(4) Slackening of the military steps against the states 
. Of Matto Grarso, Rio Grande do Sul, Pernambuco and 
Bahia, where strong opposition movements to Vargas 
had sprung up: 


and (5) The discredit cast on the 
Special Tribunals set up by Var- 
gas on the order of the Nazi so- 
called “People’s Tribunals,” in 
reality drum-head court martials. 

On his liberation from prison, 
after serving one year, Senator 
Abel Chermont made a brilliant 
speech in the Brazilian Senate 
declaring that the struggle for 
Brazil’s freedom would intensify 
and not diminish as a result of 
Vargas’ persecutions. 

_ We quote the salient portions 
of Senator Chermont’s speech: 

Resuming my))duties, from which I was torn by 
criminal forces on March 23, 1936, I want my first 
words to be a vigorous expression of solidarity with 
all political prisoners who are unjustly incarcerated in 


the dungeons, jails, prison islands and hospitals and 


who are suffering under the “state of war” which since 


its inception has been marked for the crimes commit- 


ted under its cloak. 

At this time, I address myself to all political pris- 
oners and especially to my two colleagues, Deputy 
Joao Mangabeira and Deputy Octavio da Silveira, my 
cell-mates—real patriots who merit the respect of the 
nation for the sufferings they have borne with such 
great fortitude—sufferings which far from humbling 
and debasing them, have, on the contrary, exalted 
them. 


Joao Mangabeira is one of the great wilds of 
Brazil ... a man of wide culture devoted to the service 
of the Fatherland. In Parliament, in the courts, in 
the press, wherever justice and liberty have been 
eclipsed by tyranny, his voice is heard in protest and 
in defense of justice and democracy. 


Octavio Silveira, professor of the Faculty of Medi- 
cine of the State of Parana, fearless fighter for de- 
mocracy, one whose whole life has been devoted to the 
cause of liberty, suffered and sacrificed his personal 
liberty under the “state of war” which has suppressed 
all rights, all guarantees, all constitutional powers, 
even the elementary right to live. ... The perjured 
testimony of the State’s witnesses, the falsification and 
perversion of the defendant’s testimony, the contra- 
dictory and hearsay “evidence” against him was such a 


mass of lies that even the Special Tribunals found it. 


difficult to make out a case against him. Yet it was 
based upon such “evidence” that these two deputies 
(Mangabeira and Silveira) were convicted... . 

And I want here to protest against their conviction 
and to affirm their innocence. 

On March 23, 1936, my home was invaded by 16 
armed detectives: who threatened me and my family, 
including my wife and two daughters, with revolvers. 
These detectives dragged me to a waiting automobile, 


threatening to kill me on the way to the -Special 


Police. When I arrived at police headquarters, I was 
not questioned, but immediately taken to the garage 
of the Special Police. In this garage, which I had de- 
nounced .in the Senate as a torture chamber, I was 
seized by the throat and choked. . . . I resisted 
physically... . A gang of detectives then sprang upon 
me and some holding my arms, others my legs, they 
began to beat me with rubber truncheons, ... . I offered 
as much physical resistance as I could against them 
who were trying to stifle a voice and a conscience 
that in the Senate of the Brazilian Republic had con- 
demned their crimes. 


For seven days I was kept in the*garage until the 
scars from the beatings had disappeared. When I 
Was removed from the garage and brought before the 
police, two of the detectives threatened me with death 


me. 


' I have no personal fear. Because more dear to me 
than my own life is my devotion to the cause of the 
people, the fulfillment of my duty to them, without 
limit, without stint, without counting the sacrifice, or 
fearing threats of death. 


Nor can it be said that my case is an isolated one. 
There aré many cases like mine—cases which I have 
exposed and denounced prior to my arrest. ... The 
cowardice of the police is an insult to Brazilian 
Women of unblemished feputation, wives 
and relatives of political prisoners have, without re- 
gard to decency, been stripped naked by the police on 
the pretext that they were searching for documents. 

But what I want to know is if the Brazilian parjia- 
ment, in defense of its rights, in defense of its prestige 
and authority. will defend its dignity, or will submit 
to the outrages which have been visited upon its mem- 
bers. ‘ 


What I want to know now is will the Brazilian par-

Dungeons are full of innocent men and women and 
even the dignity of the armed force has not been 
spared. . High army officers are stripped of their 
rank without a trial. . I will cite, for example, the 
case of Colonel Felippe Moreira Lima with a record of 
44 years of service in the army, expelled from the army 
without so much as a hearing. The same applies to 
General Miguel Costa. 


I will not seek to escape my duties, difficult though 


they may be, and, no matter what the consequences, 


I shall remain at my post and discharge those duties 
as I see them. 

And I want to say to the nation, that I have kept 
intact my fervent faith in the final victory of democ- 
racy. ... The sufferings, the sacrifice that I paid as 
a tribute to the struggle for liberty and my devotion 
to the mandate which the people of Para have given 
me has not weakened my determination to carry on 
the battle for democracy > eae despotism. |
